Yuko flies to Manila with Naoki, but finds 
Yuki has killed herself. Naoki reveals that 
he had loved Yuki and tried to help her rise 
from her fallen life, but Yuki felt his feeling 
toward her was only sympathy. Ashamed, 
she could not reveal herself to her innocent 
sister, but chose death in the place where she 
enjoyed brief happiness as a child. 

In the burning sunset of Manila Bay, Yuko 
cries for her sister who led a wretched life to 
support herself and died without knowing 
true love.

Appointment of T6j6 as Premier is a gamble 
for the Emperor who longs for peace. But 
there is little hope of a diplomatic victory for 
Japan, and it seems almost impossible to stop 
the militarists who overestimate their power. 

In early December, 1941, war is declared 
against America and Great Britain. The 
overwhelming Japanese victories in the early 
months of war fan the fighting spirit of 
servicemen and civilians alike. But there 
are a some who want to terminate the war 
while Japan is winning. 

OneisTakei (Gor6 Tarumi),T6jd's assistant, 
who advises the Premier to offer peace. 
Tfljd refuses him and sends him to the front. 
Admiral Isoroku Yamamoto (Toshird Mifune) 
is another. The Battle of Midway, however, 
turns out to be Japan's first serious defeat, 
and the turning-point of war in the Pacific. 
The Japanese, lose battle after battle. But 
T6j6 announces false victories to the press. 

Gord Aral {Yuzd Kayama), a war correspond- 
ent, realizes Japan is fighting a hopeless war 
and makes up his mind to write the truth. 
Tdjd as expected, has him sent to the front to 
die. Later, thanks to the navy, Aral is trans- 
ferred as a naval correspondent to an air base. 

The Americans invade Saipan in the 
Marianas. Voices of denunciation arise 
against Tdjo (Keiju Kobayashi), and his cabinet 
finally falls. At the naval air base a Kam/kaze 
pilot (Toshio Kurosawa) reproaches Aral. 
Didn't he praise Tdjd when Japan was win- 
ning? Isn't he responsible for making the 
Japanese bellicose? 

Aral realizes that had he the courage to tell 
the truth a little earlier and all had refused to 
give up the struggle for peace, and resisted 
the militarists without surrendering to their 
pressure, war might have been avoided.

He starts to work as a partner of Ohara 
(Hosei Komatu), a blackmarketeer through 
whom he meets Seki (Asao Koike), a member 
of Parliament and Okamura (Chlezb Kataoka), 
an influential political figure. Okamura 
happens to obtain a diamond worth 15 million 
dollars which he plans to use to realize his 
dream, "unity of the East". He entrusts 
Yamada with the diamond and sends him to 
Macao to sell it. 

Another person who knows about the 
diamond is Kuroki (Tetsurb Tanba) former 
navy secret service agent. Ohara, Seki, and 
Nakamura (Junichi Takagi), Okamura’s for- 
mer secretary, meet and plan to get the 
diamond. But each plans to get rid of the 
others and keep it for himself. 

In Macao, Sung (Tomisaburd Wakayama) 
declines Yamada's request and gives him an 
imitation of the diamond to carry against 
danger. Yamada is shot and hides the real 
diamond in the wound in his leg. The boss 
of those who shot him turns out to be real 
Kuroki. So Yamada accepts his offer to 
exchange the diamond for narcotics in Tokyo. 

But in Japan, Yamada gives the imitation to 
Kuroki and escapes. Shot by Kuroki's men 
and bleeding, Yamada calls D6sai (Tsusal 
Sugawara) on the telephone, tells him where 
the diamond is and asks him to use it to help 
all street girls in Japan go straight.
